Uuiing ihc li.ilf ciMitiiry in which he 
has been .111 actor on the stage of hiiinaii 
oveiit.s, lie has coitaiiily become vory woil 
known in two contiiieiits, and the records 
of his career would form an iiiterosting 
romance. 

Ills BlUTH rl.ACK. 

An almost any one would suspect, it is a.s- 
seited Ur. (iriliin lirst saw the light of 
day in the sunny south. He was the son 
of a French planter and of a negro slavo, 
and was born 011 the l.slaiid of Mayti al- 
most lifty yeais ago. His early day.s were 
spent in shi\oiy, where he was known by 
tlie miisicul but unprotentioiis nimie of 
.loan Baptiste Le Blunc. Little .Jc.in is 
supposed to have been jjo'sseased of sliari) 
wits, aad in addition to masterini/ the 
intricacies of the culinary art, in liis boy- 
hood, he Buccoeded in acipiiring a p.irlial 
knowledge of the jever.il langu.iges spok- 
en in the little land of his birth. Arriv- 
ing at nianhood's esliitii, and being anxi- 
ous Lo see the world, and if possible 
conquer it, .Jean Bajitiato left his home, 
.md as cook on board a French vessel, sot 
sail for iMerrie England. Arriving in port, 
he became very much impress 
ed with tlie beauties of the laml of the 
lion and rose, and decided upon making 
it his home. I<'or the no.xt three years 
London luul till' honor of claiming 
him as a citizen, during which time 
he maintained existencu by workinj; in a 
number of capacities 011 a metropolitan 
newspaper, tilling at one time the respon- 
sible position of otiice buy, and at aii- 
otiier that of janitor. Uecoming tired of 
London society, he w»-nt to Paris, where 
lliiiuit;h the assistance of a friend he was 
engaged as valet by 

i.lsrAVUS UUIFFIN, ,M,H.,I'. A., 

a well-known member of the Kroiich 
Academy, who was leaving la belle France 
on ft tour throuj^h the Holy Land. Km- 

ployer and valet for six years roamed the 
lands of Itilile hisloi-y, and then took u]j 
their abode in ancient .Vthens, wliere 
three years were spent . His tour of the 
( Irielit was the means of the valet ac- 
quiring a vory brilliant, If only a suporliciiil 
education, which he took occasion to u.\ 
hibit whenever possible, in descriptive lul 
ters, bearing the signature of "Cosmos," 
which he des]iatcln!d to the London news- 
papers. I'"iiially sonu' trouble occurred 
111 .\thens belwocii eniploym' and uni- 
ployud, in conse.|Ueiice of which they dis 
solved parlnorship, ami Jean Bapiste Lu 
Blanc was once again seen on London s 
streets, and his voice lieard in Luiuloii 
newspaper otlicos. The charms of the 
world's capital tiunlly becoming exhausted 
to him, "Cosiiiom" onco more returned to 
the land of his birth, a culliirod, educated 
"cullud" gcuithuuan, u ilii a dictionary of 
gigantic adjectives al his command, a 
polisiiod maiiiiei-, ami a very decided con 
vorsatioiial ability, espeiually persuasive 
when iiiloiided to le.acli the ]iockel Viook.

Bobbing ui> soieiicly in Now ( Irleaiis, 
the next heard uf .loan Baptiste he is the 
president of a private .miving's bank (iiicoi - 
jinrated), with a paid up capital of i:3lliJ,- 
()l)t), (purely iiimginui y ) and known as the 
"Ooloretl i'eoples' Retreat. ' 'I'lio hank 
prospered and the sluirehoklers pocketed

Before aiipropfiat- 
ing the nuiiR' and rank of his former 0111- 
ployer, he bad l.iken care to obtain ]ios- 
session of ilocuincnts lo subhtantiate his 
right toutli.x a little alphabet of iiilicaiit 
letters to the name, and soon becuiie 
recognized as a tjetitleiiian nf bulh moans 
and education. l''or one brief year, lie 
proceeded lo liiijoy liiinsulf thoroughly in 
the hinilioht of ."^ ew 'S'ork society, and 
then I he fact thai, several of hischeipirs 
had been dishoiioied lit, a well knouii 
Broadway bank, apparoiit ly was a crnsb- 
iiig blow to his Honsilivu nature, and one 
morning Now York awoke to lind that 
the doctor had Hhaken tlie dust of the city 
from his feet and had Kono— none knew 
whither— leaving numurous ornditora with 
tearful eyoa to gaze aorrowful at hia ac 
oount in their bonks.

The citizens have seen tho reault 
of tho careles.sness and want of pub- 
lic spirit nf former city govern inonts. 
They see that the city aceiuuits have been 
allowed to full into a condition of alnioat 
inextricable confusion, and that city otti- 
cials have been allowed to appropriate to 
their own use the money »>f the taxpayers. 
'I'liey must know, t<io, that the city is not, 
from a sanitary point of view, what it 
would have been if the Coi poration had 
been alive to the importance of observing 
the known laws of health. Warned by 
[mst errors and having in view the neces- 
sity of future reforms, it is greatly In be 
hoped I hat 1 he citizens as a whole will 
t.'ike a lively interi'st in the coming civic 
chcliniis. Lolihcin brini; out the best 
incn|availalih' a.s candidates and let them 
siipiiort them loy.illy. It should be re- 
membered that the capable man who con- 
soiita to serve the citizens puts them un- 
der an ohiigal H'O. When ihoy vote for 
such a ni.ili they dn ,a duly In I hciuielvca ; 
ihoy do not confer a favor on hiui.

For women and children par- 
ticularly one would think that a woman 
physician would bo the moat welcome an 
well as the most otioctivo. But it is aaid 
that those who are most strongly pre- 
judiced against women doctors are wo- 
men. But this prejudice, where it, exists, 
will wear away in time. When women 
show by their akill, their eonaeientinua 
diligence |and attention, and their aucceaa 
that they are as well qualified to practice 
medicine as men are, women physicians 
will take their rank in the profession to 
which thtir merits entitle them, and they 
will be held in as high esteem by the 
world generally as are male practitiimors. 
Time will reconcile society tn lady doo- 
tors. Wo have already the lady pro- 
fessor, and we will not he at. all surpriseil 
if, before very many years, the lady law- 
yer bursts upon a wondering world.
